Mr. Vroman, a native of East Peoria, IL came to 
Pinckneyville High School after finishing his 
undergraduate degree in music education at 
Western Illinois University at Macomb. In this his 
first teaching position, he established himself as a 
teacher of high disciplinary standards and worked 
to build a quality band program which involved 
over one hundred students in the Marching Pan- 
thers and approximately seventy in Concert 
Band. 

This year marked Mr. Vroman’s last at PCHS 
with his resignation coming at the end of the year 
He will further his education, pursuing his 
Master's Degree in Music Education at the Univer:
